Your’s of the 17th Jnffant, [ received upon the 2o0th---- 
By which I was exceedingly refrefhed, with the Account of 
the Continuance, and Progrefsof the Lorp’s Work in that 
Part of his Vineyard whereof you have the paftoral Charge. 
---ThefeThings brought about with you here,and elfewhere, 
are the Doings of the Lorn, and wonderful in our Eyes : 
and confide:ing, the almoft univerfal deadnefs, degeneracy, 
defpifing of Gofpel Ordinances, flighting the Ambafladors of 
Curist, and the many other crying Abominations in 
the Land ; this reviving, this furprifing Vifit, may fill us 
with Wonder and Am: izement, and make us fay, When the 
Lord returned again the Captivity of our Zien, we were like 
Men that dream.

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Erjkine, who by the Bleffing of the Lord, were made emi- 
nently ufeful to them. For ‘fuch was the Diftrefs of many 
of them, that in all Appearance they had lodged in that ; 
defert Place al? Night, if the Lorp by means of thefe In- 
f{truments, had not fent them fome Support and Relief; fo 
much did their Sou]-Diftrefs affect their Bodies, that they 
feemed not able to travel much further. --- I doubt not but | 
it will give you likeSatisfation,to be sane that the fame ; 
good Work upon Souls, is dat/y advancing and going on in byl 
this Parifh. Every Sabbath- Day, {ince I wrote to you laft, 
oy | fay, to the Glory of free Grace, has been a Day of hit 
the Sonof Man. The Arrows of the almighty King are 
ftill flying thick among us, and wounding the Hearts of his 
Enemies, and laying them down, groaning at the Feet of 
the Conqueror ; crying under a Senfe of Guilt, and the ie 
frightful Apprehenfions of Wrath, and thirfling after a Sa- Wy 
viour. --- For many Months paf?, 1 have obferved, a general 4 
and unufual Concern upon the whole Congregs tion ; their 
clofe Attendance upon Ordinances, tho’ many of them be han te 
at agreat Diftance, their hungry-like Attention to the$Vord, ‘at 
the ferious and concern’d like Airs appearing gin th swine eS. 
Many being fo deeply affected in hearing, that fi requently a 
general Sc sun of Weeping, thro’ the t hole ‘Cons ryeaotion utes to 
rife fo high, ¢ that it much drow ns m} Voice: 7 hes Carr age 
and fpiritual Converfe in coming and going from - biick 
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Coilionaces, and the many Pravers that are put up thro’ this 
Parifh --- ‘Thete good and promilingAppearances, make mc, 
thro’ the Bleffing of Gop upon his Ordinances, to rare 
yet greater Things than thofe I have already feen. --- I told 

you in my laft, what AZultiiudes of People attended our 

Evening- Exercife upon Sabbath -Nights. But now, tho’ the 
Day be fhort, I’m oblig’d to go to the Airé with them, 

where almoft the whole Congregation (which is very great) 
wait and attend. Many of them not regarding the Disicul- 
ty of travelling through a long dark Moor, under Night : 

And a good Number after they have heard a LeGture and 
two Sermons and the Evening-Exercife, ftay and retire to 
the School-Houfe, and there fend fome Hours in Prayer : ' 
and the Lorn has fignally owned them, not only _ their 
own mutualEdification,but to theConviction of By-ftondes 
and fuch as have heard them without the Walls of Ae Toute 

Gur praying Societies are in a moft flourifhing Condition, and 
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ftill more Members flocking ‘to them: their Meetings are 
frequent, and the Lorn is obfervably prefent with them--- 
The Meetings for Prayer among{t the young Boys and Girl:, 
give me great Satisfaction, one whereof began foon after 
the Sacrament, and is now increafed to about the Number 
of twenty. Till of late they met in the Town: But feveral 
of them falling under fuch a deep Concern, that I was fent 
for to fpeak with them, where I found fome of them all in 
Tears ; Since that Time (that I may have them near me) 
I give them a Room in the AZan/e, where they meet every 
Night. And O how pleafant is it to hear the poor young 
Lambs addrefling themfelves to Gop in Prayer. O with 
what Fervour, with what proper Expreffions, do I hear them 
pouring out their Souls toa Prayer-hearing Gon ; fo that 
ftanding at the back of the Door, I am often melted into 
Tears to hear them. --- We have another praying Soctety of 
young Ones, lately erected in another Corner of the Parifh, 
where one Mr. Rcbert/om teaches one of the Charity Schools-- 
The young Ones of late, defired his Allowance to meet in 
the Schoci-Heufe for Prayer ; which he very readily went in 
to {for its his great Pleafure to promote and encourage Re- 
ligion both in Young and Old) and there about twenty of them 
meet ferce every Veeck, tho’ they havea good Way (many of 
them) to travel in the Night-time.--- I may fay in general, 
that fuch a praying Di/pofition as appears among this Peo- 
ple, both young and o/d, was never feen nor heard of before ; 
which gives me Ground to expe& more of divine Influences, 
to come down amongft us ; for where the Lorp prepares 
the Heart, he caufes his Ear to hear --- As to the Parith of 
Mapexry,which you defire tobe inform’d about ; foon after 
the Sacrament at Fowels, a neighbouring Parifh, fome few 
Boys met in the Fields for Prayer ; and when obferved were 
brought to an Hou/e ; towhom, many others, both young 
and of/ reforted fine >e, and are now according to my Infor- 
mation, in a very flourifhing Condition. --- This Pre/bytery 
is refolved to divide themfelves into Socicties for Prayer, tot 
the Pr gre/s of this blefjed Tork, and to have frequent 


Meetings tor this End.--- What Perth Presbytery hath done,

Prayer and Praifes.---I’m afraid that my laft Letter to you-- 
wants that politenefs and exactnefs, that’s proper for a pub- 
lick View ; but if the publifhing of it may contribute any 
Thing to the fpreading of the REDE E MER’s Praifes, I allow 
you to make ita Part of your Narrative, tho’ the doing of 
it may leave fome Reflection upon me---L hope tho” other- 
wife unacquainted, we fhall daily meet at the Throne of 
Grace in Prayer. That this little Cloud, that at firft appear- 
ed but like a Man’s Hand in theVe/? of Scotland, may {pread 
over the whole Land, and fend down a plentiful Rain to 
water the whole of the Lorp’s Inheritance among us.-- 
That the Pleafure of the Lorp may, more and more prof- 
per in your Hand, is the earneft Prayer of 
Your moft affettionate Brother and 
Servant in our deareft Lord 
William Haly.

No. I. From the Rev. Mr. Ronert Sprars Minifter 
of the Gofpel at Lanuirucow, to the Rev. Mr, 
James Rose. 

Rev. and dear Sir, 

Since my return from your Jaf? Sacrament at Kil/yth, and 

<7 that in your neighbouring Parith of Cumbernauld,I cannot 

but fay, that the Reflection on thefe delightful Seafons of 

Communion with Gon, gives mea peculiar Joy and Satis- 

faction, and affords Matter of Praife and Thankfgiving to 

his holy Name. 

That the fo much talk’d of extraordinary Concern about 
Religion in your Parifh, and in many other Places,is neither 
the Effect of ALechani/m nor Delufion, but of the gracious 
Operation of the Holy Spirit in convincing and con- 
verting Sinners to himfelf, has [ think been proved. A {uffi- 
cient Evidence hereof has been laid before the World in your 
Preface and Narratives, the attefted Narratives of the like 
giacious Work at Camdujlang, and Mr. /Vib/fer’s Letter to 

his 
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his Friend on the Subjeét--- I have {een alfo Mr. Hialy’s Let- 
ters, giving Account of the inerciful Vifit that Gon has 
made to his Parifh. 

That there is not only a great vifible outward Reforma- 
tion of the Manners of your People ; but a real happy 
Change, on the Temper of their Hearts, and their whole 
Converfation ; ; and that AZultitudes of once wickedSinners,are 
now minding the sne Thing needful, & are taught by theGrace 
of Gon to live faberly righteoufly & godly in this prefent Vorid 

An Evidence of all this is contain’d in the above mention- 
ed Papers, and the concurring Te/2imony ot many other worthy 
Minifiers and Chriftians ; fuch as is not to be born down by 
theMockeries of the Prophane,nor the fpightfullnvectives of 
angry and prejudic’d Men----To difbelieve and ridicule juch an 
Evidence, is highly unreafonable ; nay, 1 think exceeding dan- 
gerous, as tending to weaken human Tefiimeny and moral Evi- 
dence, if not to banifh it from among/t us. 

I do not therefore propofe to enlarge on the Proofs of the 
extraordinary Difpenfations of Gop’s Grace in fo many 
Places of this Church.---That I take to be needlefs, efpe- 
cially from fo obfcure and inconfiderable a Hand as mine. --- 
But as many for whom I am bound to have a tender Regard, 
have been defirous to know my Apprchenfions concerning 
thefe fpiritual Exercifes in your Parifh, and others around 
you.--- I readily embrace this Opportunity to declare, “That 
upon Trial and diligent Obfervation for feveral Days in Cum- 
bernauld and your ‘Parifh, I found the good Report concerning 
thefePeople to be Pricily Sliterally true,only ‘that the one Half 
had not been told, and that the Reality exceeded all Defcription. 

Oh ! the Ser ioufnefs and lewd, the feeming Devotion, 
and Engagedne/s in the great Work they meet about, that 
appears in every Face in your publick Affembties for divine 
Worthip.--- It ftruck me at firft Sight, it is obvious to all ; 
It cannot mifs to be helpful and quickning to the Min po 
that are to bring the Meflage of Gop to them.--- Some fe 
Perfons in the Audience, I obferved crying out and foicting i in 
the Congregation, when they heard the Word of Gop; 
and as often ’twas the Mercies as the Terrors of the Gof- 
pel, at which they were moved. --- I know a great many 
Objections have been made againft theGoodnefs of theW ork 
on this Account.--- But befides that there are a far greater 
Number of ferious Souls againf{ whom there’s na /uc “h Ob- 

jection 
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feflion.--- It is plain that thofe others cannot help it. They 
‘have fuch awful Views of eternal Things, particularly of 
the tremendous Evil of their Sins, and the Danger of an un- 
converted State, that it is like to overwhelm them. --- Nor 
need this feem ftrange to fuch as duly confider what is faid of 
a wounded Spirit, and the Cafe of thofe Penitents, *?.2.37. 
who when they heard the Charge brought againft them of 
being the } Murtherers of CurisT, were prich’d at the Heart, 
and faid to the Apoftles, What foal we do. And I think to 
bear a whole Multitude of three Thoufand faying this toge- 
ther, would amount to a pretty loud Cry ---This 1s generally 
underf{tood to be an Accomplifhment of the Prophecy, Zech. 
12.10. That they /hould look con him whom they had pierced 
and mourn, as for a firft-born. And like, the mournirg of Ha- 
dadrimmon in the Valley of Megidian. Which was certainly 
accompanied with mo/? bitter * Lamtataiiess< thro’ the whole 
Land. And as for the other Sorrow to which the Grief of 
thefe Penitents is compared, to wit, That for a Firfi-born ; 
All know it is fo deep and fo unfeigned, that Parcnts‘of the 
greateitCourage & Refolution have been made to cry out of it 
moft bitterly--- There is anInftance of Juch erying for theDeath 
of aFirft-born, Exod.11.6. as never had a Parallel before, nor 
will the like be heard till the founding of thelaft{Trumpet.--It 
hath been faid, That this cannot but createaDifturbance tothe 
Worthip of Gop ;_ I think it produces a contrary Effect, 
It is a Mean of engaging the Attention and Concern of their 
Fellow-worfhippers ; ; and alfo of excitin ga Reverence, Ten- 
dernefs, and fuch a defirable Livelinefs of Affeftions in the 
Minifters as is rather a Help than a Hinderance to them in 
their facred Miniftrations. So J found it to be I can fay for 
my felf. But there’s no End of Odje@ions ; the moft mate- 
rial have all been anfwered by you, Mr. /+ cdjter and others 
who have wrote on the Subject. “Thefe feventeen Hunired 
Years there has been a caviiline Hiuanour azaintt every Fa& and 
~— DoStrine of Religion; and tho’ we are far from putting 
thefe Appearances of Gop inthis Church ona Level with 
the Truth of Chriftianity it felf, yet we may learn from the 
Bitternefs with which this good Work has been oppokt “%, not 
to wonder that a cavilling “Humour fhould {ti}! prev 

But Sir, you know, The d partic cular Acee {Ss to corver/2 with 
Numbers of thofePerfons,who have been awakened toa Senfe 
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mining, and admitting the Communicants. This gave me 
a {pecial Opportunity, to learn fome ufefulLefions from your 
great Tendernefs, and Painfulnefs in thatMatter. And alfo, 
of receiving full Satisfaction from the People themfelves, as 
to the Nature of that good Work, that was carrying on in 
their Souls. And now, I can fay, That fo far as I am ca- 
pable to judge from the ord of Gon, their fpiritual Ex- 
ercifes were agreeable to the Scripture Doétrine concerning 
the Method of a Sinner’s (I mean an adult Perfon’s) Con- 
verfionand Regencration. 

In general, their Convictions anfwer the Defcriptions of 
the fick and fentible Sinners, whom CHRIsT came to call to 
Repentance, the weary and heavy laden whom be invites to come 
unto bim for Reft to their Souls. 

Indeed we know, there are various Meafures and Degrees 
of Convidien in the Children of Gop : fonte may have been 
early, and habitually holy Perfons, and watchful againft Sin, 
and who never had nor needed to have the Experience of 
fuch deep Convictions and Awakenings as are needful in the 
bringing of many others from Darknefs to Light, and from 
the Power of Satanunto Gop. Even in thefe too, who are 
thus converted in their advanced Years, there is an obfer- 
vable Variety in the holy Scriptures. Such I obferved in thoie 
happy Perfons I converfed with. It is too deep for us to 
pretend to afcertain the Proportions, or give the Rea/ons of 
Gop’s Dealings in this Manner. He giveth no Account of 
his Matters. But without pretending to be wife above what 
is written ; from the Converfation [had for feveral Days with 

thefe Perfons, comparing their Cafes with the // ordot Gop ; 
J may venture to obferve, ThatConvidions may be proportioned 
as to the Meafure and Continuance of them, in i mec, to 
the greatucls of their Sins, and the wickedneis of their for- 

mer ¥¥ ives ; in others, to their Degrees of Knowledge about 
the Scheme of Salvation, and the Way of Relief by Faith 
in Curist Jesus ; in others (which may be the aft for 
aught we know in younger Perfon: 5 or le/s ensrmeufly IV icked)
